Verification rinse well
The verification rinse wells will be located within the wellfield, will be used as early warning monitoring, and will be
sampled for Level | parameters. Sulfate will be used as the indicator parameter: If sulfate concentrations in the

verification rinse well exceed 750 ppm, the monitoring frequency of the POCs wells will be increased.
